DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Brcka et al in view of Benjamin et al. Brcka et al teach the claimed invention except for 
showing sensing at multiple locations in the chamber, and exterior to the chamber, and 
calculating the load impedance from the same. In this respect the patent to Benjamin et 
al is applied for teaching that it is conventional to sense with two feedback or sensing 
circuits, to calculate the load and matching impedance and use of the two circuits 
compensates for both capacitive and inductive coupling of the power source to the load, 
leading to a more accurate load impedance matching. In view of this teaching it would 
have been obvious to modify the Brcka et al system to use two sensing or feedback 
systems in lieu of the one claimed , so that compensation from both inductive and 
capacitive coupling is effected. As per dependent claim 19, note that Brcka et al teach 
a computer use to process the information sensed, as claimed. See column 8, 
paragraph 2. 
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Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. Goodman et al, Flamm et al, Qian et al and Parsons are cited for 
disclosing plasma impedance matching systems of interest. .
